That fnoh will nl- 
timutoly be the ease with us -we have 
uofc iho slightest donbt; bat like many 
other things it requiroa tho ordeal of ex- 
pericDce to bo passed through hefor9 0Ui" 
miners oan bo induced to tuko the mat- 
tor oarneslly into coiisidtration, U]> 
to last your wo were blessed willi a 
plcntilnl 8up])ly of the precious oloiuent, 
aud in the prosoiit ciiso ibu iuiiiL'rs,wtio 
aro the m(J8t iujproviciciii, Icllows in ilie 
world, alwa3-8 tini)!')'. never tliinknig 
for tho uiorrow, soomud to bulieve ihuL 
tho water supply in Cariboo was uii« 
worthy of any profound atieiilioo. Tiio 
hard pressure of necessity will briiiir 
about that which it- might Ijuvo bocu 
supposed tho examples farniHlijiJ by 
GaliiorDia mining enterprise would havo 
bjought forcibly to their minds. It is 
now undoubtedly proved that notwiih- 
Btaoding annual Islls of snow and sub- 
Boqaent rains, the water supply in umnj 
parts of the district is n»t to bo de- 
pendou 00, i.nd an extensive systom of 
ditches is absolutely necessary to se- 
cure the power to work the gold de- 
posits during the short seaPon in which 
they can bo profitably avA couunu- 
ously worked. It is quite true that 
the formation of these dilchon involve^ 
a very heavy outlay ol' moiiuy, wliile 
the character of the woik hitliorto c,a--» 
riod on baa been for the diosl part coii- 
fined to tunnels arid shafts, wl)iih 
might at any time bo po far rodurtd in 
yield as to render a ditch, apparently 
profiiableat its Jouiset, almost worih- 
IsB after a short period of oporntion — 
bat the gradual and increasing adopti u 
of the bydranlio is adducing Iho most 
convincing proof that in all ^buBc 
places where tunnels or ahafts have 
ever paid, and where a suiBcioccj' <ji 
fall can be obtained, hydraulicing musi 
ultimately be profitable; and there 
are many miles where ditches can bo 
constructed that w 11 produce for thoir 
owners epleudid inconieH in future 
years, that to thia moment uro sup- 
posed impracticable. The ditches, so 
far as made, have in most ca«eB beu:i 
private undertakings, in some intdmices 
BUpplying ono claim only. Uonce, 
anything like ditches avowedly for the 
Balo'of water only, aro ftill to be c iin- 
monced in Cariboo; and when the idea 
shall have taken a lii in hold of the 
nioneyod men of that district, a new 
era of prosperity will have been en- 
tered upon. The misfortuno of these 
droughts is, that they Beriouely afreiM 
every undertaking; thus, there is 
a great deal of labor that can best he 
prospouted during the dry weather, when 
wet ground is more easily draiied, 
deep shafts require less pnmpiny ; but 
in coDsequeuce of ihc scarcity of gold 
caused by the scarcity of walor the ne- 
cessary funds to pay lor labor and other 
incidental expense^, cannot bo collceti'd, 
as mar.y of tho nst-LS-raeni payers lire in' 
terested in claims en which tliey (lu•^ 
pendy to meet tho regularly recnrfitif: 
calls upon chum, and consequernly I lie 
work ihrouf;''""'' ^he eiuire Di-triei ic 
paralysed for the time. Our renders emi 
readily undcrslatid iron:- ibis how very 
serioUB are tho effects resultiug from a 
dry season iu Cariboo, and how essenpul 
the formation of ditches ia to it.s pros- 
perily. The late advices from Kooienay 
are veiy cheering ; they clearly iadieuie 
the beginning of extensive discovvribs 
all through the Selkirk Kunge. The furth* 
er in the creeks aud water courses are 
traced, the more convincing become tlio 
proofs that that range of mountains is 
the source whence tho great bulk of the 
auriferous deposits have flowed with llie 
debris carried down by tho water shed, 
and tho timo is not far diBtani when nut 
only will rich alluvial depo.-iiH be found 
in the various hollo a s nnil liepruHsioiih 
. inter.-ecting tho ranu'c, but rich (juuria 
leudd will he discovered that will 
take a great many years to work 
Coosidoriug that gold has been found 
in paying quantities aim osL all around 
tho base of those mountains, and that 
JSlr. Moberly, in tho limited obsorva- 
tioDB taken by bim, gives positive iox 
formation of the exisioaoe at tho pro- 
oioUB metals, bo far as ho penetrated, 
it is strange that nothing has been 
done to enoouroge or undertake a 
Bobeme of exploration.
